Unanimous  Confidence  in  Central  Committee 


MEMBERS  of  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  from  the  counties  of 
Berkshire,  Dorset,  Gloucestershire. 
Hampshire,  Somerset  and  Wiltshire,  at 
an  area  conference  at  Bournemouth  on 
March  4,  unanimously  pledged  "fullest 
support"  for  action  taken  recently  by 
the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Con- 
tractors) Committee. 

The  action  referred  to  was  pressure 
on  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  an 
immediate  increase  of  25  per  cent  in 
chemist-contractors'  gross  remuneration 
and  refusal  to  co-operate  in  an  inquiry 
into  Drug  Tariff  prices  until  their 
economic  interests  had  been  equitably 
dealt  with. 

Members  agreed  also  to  take 
immediate  action  individually  to  try 
and  secure  modification  of  the  Restric- 
tive Trade  Practices  Bill  to  prevent 
price  cutting  in  medicinal  and  toilet 
preparations.    Form  of  action  recom- 


mended was  a  letter  or  telegram  sent 
off  on  March  7  to  Members  of  Parlia- 
ment in  the  following  terms: — 

We  urge  that  Clause  19  of  the  Res- 
trictive Trade  Practices  Bill  should 
be  amended  so  as  to  permit  collec- 
tive   enforcement    of    resale  price 
maintenance  in  special  cases,  subject 
to  approval  of  the  Restrictive  Prac- 
tices Court  and  to  any  other  super- 
vision   and    control    which  the 
Government  may  think  desirable. 
The  conference  was  the  eighth  in  a 
series    aimed    at    enabling  members 
unable  to  attend  national  conferences 
to  meet  officers  of  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical   Union.      It    discussed  a 
number  of  controversial  resolutions  on 
N.P.U.    policy,    Chemists'  Federation 
matters,    and    the    remuneration  of 
chemist-contractors,  and  heard  progress 
reports.    A  fuller  report  will  be  given 
when  the  printing  situation  permits. 


DUBLIN  FAIR  TRADE  COMMISSION 

Final  hearings  of  evidence 


MR.  BRENDAN  SMITH  (secretary, 
Irish  Drug  Association)  gave  further 
evidence  before  the  Fair  Trade  Com- 
imission  on  February  24.  At  the 
previous  day's  hearing  he  had  said  he 
thought  that  in  the  United  Kingdom 
the  National  Health  Service  profes- 
ional  fee  gave  chemists  a  better  rate 
of  profit  than  chemists  in  Ireland 
obtained.  Discounts  as  high  as  40  per 
cent  were,  he  said,  allowed  by  the 
Northern  Ireland  Government  on 
different  things  to  encourage  chemists 
there  to  carry  stocks,  thus  ensuring 
that  facilities  and  services  were 
mmediately  available  to  fill  an  urgent 
prescription.  When  MR.  VAUGHAN 
BUCKLEY  (a  member  of  the  Com- 
Jmission)  asked  Mr.  Timothy  J.  Gleeson 
if  the  direction,  in  the  I. DA.  book, 
that  the  minimum  price  to  be  charged 
for  an  ointment  dispensed  was  to  be 
2s.  6d.,  meant  that,  where  only  \  oz. 
of  an  ointment  was  to  be  supplied 
(that  charge  was  still  to  be  made,  MR. 
jGLEESON  replied  that  it  did  not.  "It 
jail  depends  on  the  particular  type  of 
[ointment.  If  it  was  a  simple  ointment 
I  would  not  dream  of  charging  2s.  6d." 
'MR.  BUCKLEY  then  asked  if  a 
chemist  who  took  pills  from  one  con- 
tainer and  put  them  into  another  with 
[directions  would  charge  a  dispensing 
fee.  MR.  GLEESON  replied  that  he 
would  not  in  all  cases  charge  a  fee 
for  dispensing  pills.  It  would  depend 
on  the  type  of  pill.  Where  he  had  by 
Jaw  to  make  an  entry  of  the  prescrip- 
tion he  would  make  a  charge.  Quite 
g.  lot  of  pills  might  contain  Dangerous 
Drugs.  MR.  TIMOTHY  B.  O'SULLI- 
[VAN  said  that  he  invariably  charged  a 


dispensing  fee  except  to  a  poor  cus- 
tomer, for  whom  he  might  not.  Asked 
if  he  would  charge  Is.  6d.  on  |oz. 
or  fourpence  worth  of  ointment,  Mr. 
O'Sullivan  said  that,  if  the  doctor  who 
wrote  the  prescription  charged  a  £2  2s. 
fee,  and  the  chemist  charged  only 
fourpence  it  would  be  letting  the  doctor 
down.  He  agreed  that  compounding 
was  nearly  a  lost  art  and  most  things 
were  now  supplied  in  a  proprietary 
form.  Most  prescribing  today  was 
for  tablets  and  not  pills.  The  Com- 
mission went  into  private  session. 

The  final  sitting  of  the  inquiry  was 
held  on  February  28.  MR.  C.  V. 
CHESSON  (managing  director,  Aspro 
(Ireland)  Ltd.)  said  his  company  had 
always  considered  that  wholesalers 
should  maintain  regular  prices,  but 
since  the  inquiry  in  April  1955  price- 
cutting  was  so  much  out  of  hand  that 
they  decided  to  state  on  their  invoices 
conditions  of  sale.  They  started  to 
code  stocks.  In  that  way  they  found 
where  cut-price  shops  were  getting 
supplies.  They  then  asked  wholesalers 
to  sign  a  similar  agreement.  So  far 
as  they  knew  there  were  no  price- 
cutting  shops  outside  Dublin.  MR. 
MICHAEL  DARGAN  said  that  price- 
cutting  among  chemists  might  lead  to 
practices  not  in  the  interests  of  medical 
profession  or  public.  MR.  PETER  J. 
BARDON  said  that  in  his  pharmacy 
the  prescription  business  was  "carried'' 
by  the  remainder.  In  January  1956 
his  dispensing  business  was  14  per 
cent  of  his  total  turnover.  He  was 
at  a  disadvantage  in  the  sale  of  other 
goods  because,  as  a  pharmacist,  he 
was  forced  by  law  to  pay  a  higher 


percentage  of  wages  than  his  com- 
petitors; he  had  to  have  qualified  staff 
on  the  premises  all  the  time.  Asked 
by  MR.  VAUGHAN  BUCKLEY,  who 
conducted  the  inquiry,  if  he  had  ever 
heard  of  a  chemist  cutting  prices  MR. 
BARDON  replied  "No,  they  cannot 
afford  to  cut  prices."  MR.  MICHAEL 
FORTUNE,  Wexford,  said  that  he 
worked  60  to  65  hours  a  week.  At 
5s.  an  hour  that  came  near  his  net 
earnings  and  compared  with  4s.-5s.  an 
hour  earned  by  workers  in  Wexford 
iron  foundries.  Dispensing  fees  would 
depend  on  time  and  materials  used: 
sometimes  only  sixpence  and  cost  of 
container;    sometimes    Is.  6d.

Mistaken  Identity 

UNDOUBTEDLY  the  terms  of  the  Restrict ive  Trade 
Practices  Bill  came  as  a  surprise  to  the  Prop- 
rietary Articles  Trade  Association.  The  Assoc- 
iation had  thought  with  apparent  reason  that 
its  case  had  been  accepted  in  one  essential 
argument  -  namely  that  its  particular  system 
of  collective  maintenance  of  resale  prices  was 
not  monopolistic  in  its  effect  but  the  reverse. 
The  evidence  is  plain  for  all  to  see  that  it 
has  enabled  the  small  retailer,  the  small 
wholesaler,  and  the  small  manufacturer  to  re- 
sist being  swallowed  up  by  the  larger.  The 
P.  A.T.A.  system  has  been  hanged  for  its  name, 
which  it  shares  with  a  variety  of  practices 
devised  by  large  manufacturers  in  their  own 
interests.    The  brief  interval  between  the 
first  and  second  readings  of  the  Bill  left 
P.  A.T.A.  members  little  time  to  educate  Mem- 
bers of  Parliament  in  an  endeavour  to  secure  a 
modification  of  that  harsh  treatment.  Prompt 
action  by  the  Association  and  by  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  did  at  least  have  chemists 
up  and  down  the  country  making  their  own  Member 
aware  that  they  had  a  point  of  view  to  ventil- 
ate*   Some  of  those  who  had  personal  inter- 
views found  a  sad  ignorance  of  the  situation. 
The  need  to  continue  educative  propoganda  has 
certainly  not  ended.  For  a  long  time  yet  it  will 
be  necessary  to  spread  among  politicians  and 
public  alike  the  fact  that  the  "small  man's" 
existence  is  at  stake,  and  with  it  the  welfare 
of  the  shopping  public . 

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 
By  Xrayssr 

AMONG  the  resolutions  for  the  May  meeting  of 
Branch  Representatives  are  two  which  urge  the 
necessity  of  smoothing  the  path  of  t he  univer- 
sity graduate  so  as  to  offer  inducements  to 
him  to  become  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  and  to  be  "registered"     It  is  desir- 
able not  to  have  too  big  a  distinction  between 
degree  and  diploma.  Pharmacy  may  be  expected  to 
become  more  and  more  a  matter  for  the  univers- 
ities. Entrance  standards  for  degree  and  dip- 
loma have  almost  reached  parity.  In  a  centre 
where  both  courses  are  open  to  him, the  student 
may  be  drawn  to  the  degree  course.  Prestige 
may  influence,  or  the  thought  that  a  degree 
opens  doors  to  research  which,  rightly  or 
wrongly,  he  feels  the  diploma  may  not  do.  The 
evident  bias  of  the  Council  towards  the  whole 
academic  course  being  undergone  continuously 
is  another  possible  incentive  to  spending  an 
extra  year  and  graduating.  If  pharmacy  is  to 
advance  professionally,  the  degree  may  be  the 
best  way  to  set  about  it.  But  conditions  of 
registration  must  be  laid  down  by  the  Society 
and  they  must  not  be  made  easy.  If  the  diploma 
recedes  and  the  degree  gains  ground^,  no  mere 
examination  in  forensic  pharmacy  will  suffice; 
practical  pharmaceutics  must  be  included  in  the 
subjects  required  for  admission  to  the  register. 
One  good  feature  of  the  diploma  has  been  its 
uniformity  over  the  country.  It  seems  unsound 
to  accept  as  conclusive  the  evidence  of  an 
internal  examination  in  either  pharmaceutics 
or  forensic  pharmacy.

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COUGH 


ITS  CAUSE  AND 
TREATMENT 


By  S.  J.  Hopkins,  f.p.s 


THE  main  aim  of  any  form  of  therapy  is  the  removal 
of  the  underlying  cause  of  symptoms,  but  cough  is  a 
condition  which  frequently  demands  some  measure  of 
symptomatic  relief.  Few  symptoms  are  as  annoying  to 
patient  and  physician  alike  as  coughing,  but  successful 
treatment  is  often  very  difficult  to  achieve.  Further, 
although  cough  as  such  is  a  minor  disorder,  it  may  become 
a  major  factor,  as  by  interfering  with  sleep,  it  may  weaken 
and  exhaust  the  patient,  and  protract  recovery. 

Coughing  is  a  response  to  the  stimulation  of  the  respira- 
tory mucous  membranes.  The  most  sensitive  areas  are 
the  larger  bronchi,  the  point  of  division  of  the  trachea,  and 
the  larynx.  An  irritant  stimulus  leading  to  coughing  may 
arise  from  foreign  matter,  which  includes  masses  of 
exudate,  pressure,  as  from  aneurysms  and  tumours,  or  from 
local  inflammation.  The  act  of  coughing,  which  is  a  re- 
flex one,  consists  essentially  of  a  short  inspiration, 
followed  at  once  by  a  closure  of  the  glottis  and  forcible 
expiratory  effort.  The  glottis  then  opens  suddenly,  and 
the  irritant  material  present  is  moved  along  the  air 
passages.  This  is  repeated  until  the  irritant  reaches  an 
insensitive  area,  when  the  coughing  ceases. 

The  considerable  degree  of  pressure  set  up  in  the  lungs 
produces  a  rush  of  air  through  the  larger  bronchi,  and 
during  a  violent  cough  the  speed  of  the  air  in  the  trachea 
may  rise  temporarily  to  40-60  miles  an  hour.  Thus  it  is 
hardly  surprising  that  a  gale  force  cough  should  be  effec- 
tive in  removing  unwanted  irritants  from  the  larger 
bronchi.  Air  movements  in  the  smaller  bronchi  are  much 
less,  and  the  protective  mechanism  is  much  less  efficient. 
The  finer  bronchi  are  not  ciliated,  and  are  normally  kept 
clear  by  absorption  rather  than  expectoration.  If  an  irri- 
tant substance  does  reach  such  delicate  tissues,  the  flow  of 
exudate  evoked  in  response  may  be  so  great  as  to  cause 
pulmonary  oedema. 

Thus,  normally,  coughing  is  a  valuable  protective  reflex, 
and  care  should  be  taken  when  seeking  to  modify  or 
suppress  it.  There  are  however  certain  recognised  condi- 
tions when  relief  is  essential.  These  include  the  frequent, 
dry  and  hacking  cough  of  the  early  stages  of  acute  bron- 
chitis. This  is  sometimes  termed  useless  cough,  because  it 
does  not  remove  any  phlegm,  and  is  due  to  bronchial  hyper- 
sensitivity, although  pleural  inflammation  can  cause  a  very 
similar  cough. 

In  bronchial  asthma  the  cough  may  be  due  to  thick 
tenacious  mucus  which  is  difficult  to  move,  whereas  in 
severe  bronchitis  the  secretion  may  be  so  copious  and 
fluid  that  frequent  coughing  is  essential  to  remove  the 
excess.  In  exhausted  or  aged  patients  the  physical  effort 
required  to  produce  an  effective  cough  may  be  impossible, 
and  in  such  cases  postural  drainage  may  be  a  great  help. 

Cough  remedies  are  drugs  that  give  symptomatic  relief 
only,  and  an  accurate  assessment  of  their  real  value  is  not 
easy  to  achieve.  Variations  in  individual  response  to 
cough-initiating  stimuli,  and  the  effects  ot  suggestion,  com- 
bined with  the  possibility  of  spontaneous  improvement, 
render  any  attempts  at  comparative  evaluation  extremely 
difficult. 


In  the  main,  as  sputum  and  cough  are  so  interwoven  from 
the  therapeutic  point  of  view,  cough  remedies  can  be 
divided  into  two  groups,  those  that  increase  the  fluidity  of 
sputum,  and  those  that  depress  the  cough  centre. 

Expectorants 

Steam  :  One  of  the  oldest,  simplest  and  most  efficient 
expectorants  is  steam,  when  applied  properly.  A  high 
degree  of  humidity  is  essential.  When  the  air  of  the  sick- 
room is  saturated  with  steam,  the  consequent  reduction  in 
viscosity  of  the  sputum  affords  considerable  symptomatic 
relief. 

Carbon  Dioxide  :  The  properties  of  carbon  dioxide  as 
an  expectorant  have  been  investigated  by  Basch  and  his 
associates,  who  report  it  to  be  one  of  the  most  efficient 
expectorants  known.  It  lowers  the  viscosity  of  thick 
tenaceous  sputum,  and  reduces  the  amount  by  promoting 
resorption  by  the  bronchial  mucosa.  Carbon  dioxide  also 
increases  the  frequency  and  depth  of  respiration,  which 
promotes  ventilation  of  the  lungs,  and  by  stimulating  the 
cough  reflex  it  promotes  expectoration.  A  concentration 
of  5-10  per  cent,  of  carbon  dioxide  is  sufficient,  and  the 
gas  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  steam  inhalations  if 
required. 

Ammonium  Salts:  There  is  a  long  tradition  behind  the 
use  of  ammonium  salts  in  cough  mixtures,  but  pharmacolo- 
gists have  difficulty  in  adducing  proof  to  support  the 
tradition.  It  has  been  said  that  ammonium  carbonate  and 
chloride  cause  a  reflex  bronchial  secretion  by  virtue  of  the 
mild  gastric  irritation  they  produce.  In  full  doses,  admit- 
tedly, ammonium  salts  do  cause  nausea  by  irritation,  but 
that  is  seldom  experienced  with  the  small  doses  used  in 
cough  mixtures.  In  fact,  Goodman  and  Gilman  suggest 
that  any  liquefaction  of  bronchial  secretion  following 
ammonium  therapy  is  due  solely  to  the  water  present  in 
the  mixture. 

Iodides:  The  iodides  have  a  stimulating  effect  on  the 
bronchi,  and  the  amount  and  the  fluidity  of  bronchial  secre- 
tion is  increased  by  their  use.  In  early  and  acute  inflam- 
matory conditions  of  the  bronchial  tract  iodides  may  prove 
irritating,  and  they  are  best  reserved  for  use  later  when 
the  phlegm  is  tough  and  scanty.  Doses  of  5-10  gr.  of 
potassium  or  sodium  iodide  are  usually  prescribed,  often 
with  other  expectorants.  Larger  doses  tend  to  increase 
both  lachrymal  and  nasal  secretions,  and  are  seldom  neces- 
sary. It  should  be  noted  that  iodides  are  not  suitable  for 
tuberculous  patients,  owing  to  the  risk  of  reactivating 
dormant  lesions. 

Ipecacuanha:  Ipecacuanha,  especially  as  the  once 
familiar  wine,  has  long  enjoyed  a  reputation  with  both 
medical  men  and  the  laity  as  a  remedy  for  cough.  Its 
stimulant  action  on  bronchial  secretion  is  common  to  many 
emetics  as,  by  an  irritation  of  the  sensory  nerve  endings  in 
the  stomach,  they  produce  an  increased  and  less  viscous 
secretion  by  a  reflex  action  on  the  vagus  centre.  A 
similar  effect  is  produced  by  senega,  squill  and  purely 
chemical  emetics  such  as  potassium  antimony  tartrate. 
The  action  of  ipecacuanha  is  mainly  due  to  the  alkaloid 
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emetine,  which  in  full  doses  is  a  prompt  and  powerful 
emetic. 

In  passing,  it  is  that  emetic  action  which  raises  such 
difficulties  in  the  treatment  of  amoebiasis  with  oral  eme- 
tine. Ipecacuanha  is  frequently  prescribed  with  ammonium 
salts,  and  camphorated  tincture  of  opium  may  also  be 
added  when  the  cough  is  frequent  and  distressing  . 

Terpin  Hydrate  :  Terpin  hydrate  has  been  widely  used 
in  America  in  the  treatment  of  chronic  cough,  but  has 
never  achieved  great  popularity  in  England.  That  may  be 
due  in  part  to  the  relatively  low  doses  used,  for  to  be 
effective  the  compound  must  be  given  in  doses  of  about 
5  gr.  Terpin  hydrate  is  chiefly  indicated  in  conditions 
where  cough  is  associated  with  the  abundant  production 
of  watery  sputum.  It  relieves  cough  and  reduces  the 
amount  of  secretion. 

Volatile  Oils:  Many  volatile  drugs  are  excreted  by  the 
bronchial  mucous  membranes,  and  those  that  exert  a  mild 
stimulant  action  during  excretion  act  as  expectorants.  Drugs 
of  this  class  include  oil  of  turpentine,  creosote,  eucalyptol, 
camphor,  and  balsams  of  Peru  and  tolu.  Some  of  those 
drugs  are  also  mild  gastric  irritants,  and  thus  have  a 
double  action  as  expectorants.  Conversely,  many  volatile 
oils  have  a  reflex  sedative  effect  when  used  as  counter- 
irritants,  and  the  use  of  menthol,  camphor,  eucalyptus, 
chloroform  and  turpentine  as  chest  liniments  and  applica- 
tions is  based  upon  that  action. 

Cough  Centre  Depressants 

Codeine  :  There  are  many  occasions  when  cough  is  both 
excessive  and  unproductive,  as  well  as  being  very  exhaust- 
ing to  the  patient.  In  such  cases  depressing  the  cough  re- 
flex by  a  specific  central  depression  may  afford  the  great- 
est degree  of  relief.  The  aim  of  treatment  should  be  to 
reduce  the  sensitivity  of  the  cough  reflex,  but  not  to  abolish 
it.  Morphine  has  a  potent  action  of  that  kind,  but  unfor- 
tunately it  reduces  respiration  as  well,  and  in  practice 
codeine  is  the  drug  of  choice.  Doses  sufficient  to  relieve 
the  cough  have  little  effect  on  respiration  and  are  free 
from  the  constipating  and  habit-forming  effects  of  com- 
parable doses  of  morphine.  In  the  severe  and  persistent 
cough  associated  with  neoplasm  of  the  respiratory  tract 
codeine  may  be  ineffective,  and  recourse  must  be  made 
to  diamorphine. 

Diamorphine:  The  drug  diamorphine  is  a  most  effective 
cough  centre  depressant,  but  the  margin  between  the  de- 
pressant and  completely  suppressive  doses  is  small.  Fur- 
ther, the  risk  of  addiction  to  diamorphine  is  such  that  the 
drug  should  be  reserved  for  patients  unlikely  to  benefit 
from  less  potent  drugs. 

Methadone:  The  compound  methadone  (J/-6-dimethyl- 
amino-4 :  41-diphenylheptan-3-one),  is  a  product  of  war-time 
research.  It  was  synthesised  in  Germany  by  the  Hoechst 
division  of  the  I.G.   It  has  analgesic  activities  similar  to 
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those  of  morphine,  but  one  of  its  most  outstanding  pro- 
perties is  its  cough  suppressive  action.  In  that  it  is  com- 
parable to  diamorphine,  and  when  cough  is  severe,  useless 
and  exhausting,  as  in  bronchiogenic  carcinoma,  pertussis, 
tuberculous  tracheo-bronchitis,  or  bronchiectasis,  methadone 
can  be  invaluable.  In  such  cases  codeine  may  no  longer 
afford  relief,  and  a  more  potent  drug  is  indicated.  The  risk 
of  addiction  with  amidone  (methadone)  is  slight,  and  the 
antitussive  potency  is  retained  even  when  the  drug  is 
administered  over  long  periods. 

The  methadone  linctus  of  the  National  Formulary  con- 
tains gr.  1  /32  in  1  fl.  dr..  and  is  obviously  intended  for 
adults.  Its  use  for  young  children  is  not  without  danger,  and 


some  deaths  due  to  accidental  overdosage  have  been 
reported. 

The  makers  of  a  proprietary  linctus  containing  a  similar 
amount  of  methadone  recommend  that,  for  children,  the 
product  should  be  diluted  eight  times  with  simple  syrup. 
The  recommended  doses  of  the  diluted  linctus  are  one 
teaspoonful  four-hourly  for  children  under  ten  years  of  age, 
and  two  teaspoonfuls  for  children  above  that  age. 

Dextromethorphan:  Many  therapeutically  active  sub- 
stances occur  naturally  only  as  the  laevo-rotatory  isomers, 
the  corresponding  dextro  forms  being  much  less  active. 
Adrenaline  is  a  familiar  example.  With  other  compounds  the 
dextro  form  is  unknown,  or  is  a  chemical  curiosity.  The 
synthesis  of  certain  morphine  substitutes  led  to  a  systematic 
examination  of  both  dextro  and  laevo  forms,  and  some  basic 
differences  were  discovered. 

Several  isomers  were  found  to  be  devoid  of  any  signifi- 
cant analgesic  potency  or  potential  addiction  liability,  but 
some  exhibited  considerable  antitussive  activity.  Following 
clinical  trial,  one  of  those  compounds,  dextromethorphan, 
has  now  been  placed  on  the  market  under  the  name  Romi- 
lar.  Chemically  it  is  (-)-3-methoxy-N-methyl-morphinan 
hydrobromide,  and  bears  much  the  same  structural  relation- 
ship to  levorphan  as  codeine  does  to  morphine. 
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Weight  for  weight  it  is  no  more  effective  than  codeine, 
but  its  specific  action  on  the  cough  centre,  and  the  absence 
of  respiratory  depression  or  risk  of  addiction,  place  the  drug 
in  a  class  apare.  Furthermore,  dextromethorphan  does  not 
produce  the  nausea  and  drowsiness  of  codeine,  but  its  con- 
stipating effect  may  occasionally  prove  troublesome. 

Pholcodine  :  Amongst  the  antitussives  derived  from  mor- 
phine, pholcodine  occupies  an  exceptional  place.  Chemically 
it  is  an  aminoalkyl  ether  having  the  following  structure:  — 
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and  may  be  prepared  by  rcfluxing  morphine  with  morpho- 
linyl-ethyl  hydrochloride  in  alkaline  solution.  The  pholco- 
dine precipitates  out,  and  may  be  recrystallised  from  ben- 
zene. 

Pholcodine  is  characterised  by  a  low  toxicity,  and  it  has 
none  of  the  addiction-producing  potentialities  of  diamor- 
phine. It  is  free  from  the  constipating  effects  of  codeine, 
but  its  antitussive  action  is  much  greater,  and  in  therapeutic 
doses  it  has  no  significant  effect  on  respiration.  The  average 
adult  dose  of  pholcodine  is  4-8  mgm.,  and  the  drug  is 
usually  exhibited  as  a  linctus  containing  4  mgm.  per  dr. 
The  low  toxicity  of  pholcodine  makes  it  of  exceptional 
value  in  the  treatment  of  unproductive  cough  in  children, 
and  the  linctus  in  appropriate  dose  may  be  very  useful  in 
securing  a  good  sleep,  uninterrupted  by  exhausing  spasms 
of  coughing,  during  an  attack  of  pertussis. 
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Taorvl  :  The  compound  taoryl — bis-[l-(carbo-/3-diethyl- 
aminoethoxy)-l-phenyl-cyclopentane]  ethane  disulphonate — 
is  of  Swiss  origin,  and  under  the  name  Toryn  has  also  been 
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studied  in  the  United  States.  The  American  report  refers 
mainly  to  patients  with  severe  cough,  and  the  trials  were 
designed  to  compare  the  action  of  the  drug  with  a  placebo, 
codeine  and  dihydrocodeinone.  Considerable  relief  was  ex- 
perienced by  many  patients,  and  more  than  half  the  patients 
taking  part  expressed  a  preference  for  the  new  drug. 

With  large  doses,  drowsiness  and  dizziness  became  more 
apparent.  Those  side-effects  were  increased  in  ambulatory 
patients,  but  were  eliminated  by  adjustment  of  dose.  An 
average  dose  is  about  10  mgm.,  which  may  be  taken  three  or 
four  times  a  day.  Freedom  from  the  constipating  effects  of 
drugs  of  the  codeine  type  was  a  noteworthy  feature  of  the 
compound. 

The  action  of  Taoryl  appears  to  be  twofold  as,  apart 
from  its  selective  action  on  the  cough  centre,  it  has  an 
antispasmodic  effect  on  the  bronchial  tract.  That  combina- 
tion of  properties  is  reflected  in  the  therapeutic  efficiency  of 
the  drug  in  irritative  cough  of  any  origin. 

Sedulon:  The  piperidine  derivative  Sedulon  is  a  mild 
central  depressant  with  some  specific  effect  on  the  cough 
(centre.  It  may  be  described  as  3  : 3-diethyl-2 :4-diketo-piperi- 
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dine,  and  its  mild  action  and  wide  margin  of  safety  have 
advantages  in  the  treatment  of  cough  of  all  types.  It  is  also 

mild  general  sedative  for  infants  and  children.  Sedulon 
syrup  contains  50  mgm.  of  active  base  in  each  teaspoonful, 
ind  the  dose  ranges  from  one  tablespoonful  for  adults  to 
twenty  minims  for  infants. 

Becantyl:  Recently  introduced,  Becantyl  is  sodium  2:6- 
ditertiary-butylnaphthalene  monosulphonate,  and  is  claimed 
to  be  specific  in  suppressing  cough.  It  appears  to  be  re- 
markably free  from  side-effects  such  as  anorexia,  constipa- 
tion and  other  actions  of  morphine-related  drugs.  Becantyl 
syrup  contains  14  mgm.  of  active  substance  per  teaspoon- 
ful.  As  the  toxicity  of  the  product  is  low,  it  may  be  given 

0  both  children  and  the  aged. 
Antihistamines:  The  use  of  certain  antihistamines  in 

cough  therapy  is  now  well  established,  as  certain  types  of 
cough  may  have  an  allergic  origin.  Those  drugs  are  used 
in  a  number  of  elegant  elixirs  and  linctuses,  usually  in 
association  with  traditional  cough  remedies,  and  they  give 
considerable  relief  when  expectorant  therapy  is  required. 

The  mode  of  action  of  the  antihistamines  in  the  treatment 
3f  cough  is  not  immediately  apparent.  Diphenhydramine  has 

1  definite  broncho-dilatory  action,  so  that  in  congestive  con- 
ations its  use  has  a  rational  basis. 

Others,  such  as  promethazine,  have  a  local  sedative  effect, 
ind  reduce  pharyngeal  irritation  by  an  analgesic  action. 
The  presence  or  absence  of  an  allergic  factor  is  immaterial 
in  such  cases.  With  other  compounds,  such  as  chlorprophcn- 
pyridamine,  the  effect  is  also  largely  a  decongestive  one,  and 
I  useful  in  cough  associated  with  the  upper  respiratory 
congestion  due  to  the  common  cold. 

Evaluation  of  Cough  Suppressants 

The  experimental  evaluation  of  cough-centre  depressants 
js  not  easy,  but  the  following  methods  have  been  used:  — 

(I)  Electrical  .stimulation.  Cough  may  be  caused  by  elec- 
ric  stimulation  of  the  submucosa  of  the  trachea,  or  of  the 


laryngeal  nerve.  The  degree  of  stimulation  required  before 
and  after  administration  of  the  cough  suppressant  can  be 
determined. 

(2)  Inhalation  of  irritant  substances.  An  irritant  such 
as  soap  powder,  when  blown  into  the  trachea  of  anaesthe- 
tised animals,  regularly  produces  coughing.  That  affords  a 
useful  means  of  comparing  the  protective  action  of  different 
antitussives.  The  cough  produced  by  the  inhalation  of 
ammonia  can  be  utilised  in  a  similar  way. 

Those  methods  of  producing  cough  are  extreme,  and  the 
results  can  hardly  be  compared  with  those  produced  by 
normal  stimuli.  The  methods,  however,  though  apparently 
harsh,  do  afford  a  means  of  assessing  major  differences  in 
the  activity  of  associated  cough  depressants. 

Conclusion 

This  survey  of  antitussive  drugs  is  not  exhaustive,  and 
only  passing  reference  has  been  made  to  traditional  reme- 
dies such  as  tolu,  ammoniacum,  friars'  balsam,  and  asso- 
ciated preparations.  Those  still  have  their  ancient  power,  but 
a  sounder  pharmacological  approach,  especially  in  the  treat- 
ment of  chronic  cough,  may  offer  a  greater  hope  of  success. 
Some  cough  remedies  of  the  past  have  achieved  the  desired 
effect  at  the  price  of  retained  sputum,  constipation  and 
increasing  dyspnoea.  The  newer  remedies  represent  a  more 
rational  form  of  therapy,  and  may  give  considerable  help, 
not  only  in  relieving  the  distressing  winter  cough  of  the 
chronic  bronchitic.  but  whenever  suppression  of  cough  is 
indicated.

A  PHARMACIST'S  ANTHOLOGY 

HER  LEG  AS  HIS  PATIENT

During  this  time  she  [Jane  Carlyle]  was  seen  by  several 
doctors,  including  the  local  Barnes,  and  Doctor  (later  Sir) 
Richard  Quain.  a  fashionable  physician  of  the  day.  Doctor 
Quain  had  recommended  for  Jane's  neuralgic  arm  quinine 
pills,  an  embrocation  of  opium,  aconite,  camphor,  and 
chloroform  and  castor  oil  every  two  or  three  days.  He  now 
attended  her  very  willingly,  refused  to  accept  payment,  and 
prescribed  a  variety  of  drugs,  which  had  no  beneficial  effect.

/  intend  to  build  a  new  shop  for  my  daughter  as  soon 
as  the  necessary  plans  are  passed,  and  I  would  like 
your  opinion  on  my  enclosed  rough  plan  together  with 
any  improvements  you  can  suggest.  The  building  is  a 
new  one  and  measurements  are  not  binding. 
The  plan  and  elevation  I  am  sending  will,  I  trust,  assist  you. 
I  have  asumed  that  the  new  shop  will  be  25  ft.  wide  in  the 
clear  of  the  pilasters  and  19  ft.  deep  back  to  front.  Those 
dimensions  are  indicated  by  your  own  rough  plan.  The  two

9-in.  brick  pillars  which  you  suggest  on  your  draft  bvout 
have  been  omitted,  it  being  assumed  that  a  steel  joist  will 
span  the  new  opening  and  leave  an  unobstructed  space,  lo 
site  the  dispensary  in  view  of  customers  the  entrance  door 
has  been  placed  on  the  left  instead  of  in  the  centre. 

Plan:  The  entrance  consists  of  a  3  ft.  wide  armour-plate 
door  flanked  with  armour-plate  wings  each  15  in.  wide.  On 
the  left-hand  wall  would  be  a  cantilevered  display  case  as 
shown,  the  case  "  running  through  "  the  side  glass  panel 
and  giving  a  contemporary  note  to  the  entrance  way  in  that 
the  case  is  half  in  the  lobby  and  half  in  the  shop.  The  posi- 
tion would  be  ideal  for  the  display  of  cosmetics.  The  case 
would  have  two  hinged  doors,  one  in  the  lobby  and  the 


other  internally,  for  purposes  of  dressing.  On  the  right  of 
the  entrance  the  main  long  window  with  its  splayed  lobby 
return  is  divided  into  five  separate  display  areas  with  port- 
able window  divisions.  The  depth  back  to  front  of  the 
window  is  2  ft.,  and  access  could  be  by  either  hinged  or 
sliding  doors  according  to  preference.  The  lobby  floor  is  of 
cream-coloured  terrazzo  having  inset  aluminium  strips  to 
form  the  square  pattern  shown.  The  depth  of  the  lobby  is 
2  ft.  6  in.,  and  a  flush  inset  mat-well  is  shown  inside  the 
shop.  The  dispensary  faces  the  entrance,  and  its  splayed 
screen  would  be  veneered  to  a  height  of  3  ft.  3  in.  and  clear 
glazed  above,  so  that  the  work  of  dispensing  is  visible  to 
the  customers.  A  series  of  glass  shelves  could,  if  you  wish, 
be  fixed  on  the  inside  face  of  the  glazed  screen,  as  that 
would  still  allow  sufficient  vision  through  the  dispensing 
bottles.  The  dispensing  bench  follows  the  shape  of  the 
screen  and  there  is  a  sink  at  one  end.  Two  dispensin- 
fittings  are  placed  on  the  left  and  at  the  rear,  and  there  is  a 
curtained  opening  between  them,  leading  off  to  the  office 
which  you  propose  at  the  rear.  On  the  left-hand  wall,  too, 
between  the  dispensary  screen  and  the  end  of  the  entrance 
display  case,  there  is  provision  for  seating  customers  await- 
ing prescriptions.  Further  chairs  could 
be  added  along  the  front  of  the  screen 
if  required.  The  remaining  section  of 
the  rear  wall,  together  with  the  right- 
hand  wall  area,  are  given  over  to  stoc' 
fittings  with  an  "  L  "-shaped  wood  ser- 
vice-counter in  front.  There  is  a  secon 
curtained  doorway  in  the  rear  wall  giv- 
ing access  to  the  rear  stockroom. 

/  want  to  replace  glass  plates  on 
my  shop  with  the  wording  "  Toilet 
supplies,   etc.",   as   I   find  hand 
painted  signs  do  not  stand  up  to 
the  sun,  etc.  There  are  eight  part 
on  the  windows,  each  about  12  by 
60  in.  approximately,  so  I  do  not 
want  anything  too  expensive. 
If  there  is  a  glazing  bead  around  each 
of  the  glass  panels  upon  which  you 
wish  to  renew  the  lettering,  you  car 
remove  each  pane  separately  by  taking 
out  the  glazing  bead.  Consult  a  sigr 
writer  and  tell  him  the  type  and  styk 
of  lettering  you  want  on  each  pane  an 
ask  him  to  clear  acid-emboss  the  back 
ground   and   double  acid-emboss  tht 
lettering.  When  you  run  your  finger: 
over  the  back  of  the  glass  so  treate 
it  will  have  a  slight  matt  finish,  and  th< 
letters  will  have  bitten  in  a  fractior 
deeper.  The  letters  are  then  painted  ir 
to  an  approved  colour  with  ename 
paint,  and  the  background  of  each  pani 
is  painted  a  contrasting  colour.  If  pain 
is  put  direct  on  the  inside  polishec 
face  of  the  glass  there  is  no  "  key  "  t< 
which  the  paint  can  adhere,  and  thi 
heat  of  the  sun  causes  the  paint  t< 
blister  and  peel  off.  Acid  embossinj 
creates  the  key.  You  apparently  havi 
very  strong  sunlight  on  your  shopfront 
and  while  I  cannot  guarantee  that  th 
above  method  will  last  forever,  yoi 
will  get  at  least  four  times  the  life  tha 
you   are   getting   from   your  presen 
method.  It  is  assumed  that  the  pane 
are  of  i-in.  thick  plate-glass.  Sheet  glas 
would  not  be  thick  enough  to  take  the  suggested  acid  treat 
ment.  I  must  not  pretend  that  the  treatment  suggesed  abov 
is  a  cheap  one.  but  over  the  years  it  is  much  cheaper.
